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Expressway Delays 
Get Needed Airing 


The conference of city, county and 
state officials yesterday on problems of 
building Atlanta’s expressway system 
confirmed the charges that there have 
been unnecessary delays and a great deal 
of buck passing. 

But perhaps the most significant 
things are that the meeting was held, 
that it was public and that no attempts 
were made to shift all the blame in any 
one direction. Causes for the delays were 
aired and the various departments and 
governments concerned were brought into 
a discussion of how they can be allevi- 
ated. 

In addition, Highway Board Chairman 
Roger Lawson, who called the confer- 
ence, said he would like to see a series 
of such meetings. He indicated a wish that 
all difficulties in the future be aired pub- 
licly and that progress be reviewed 
periodically. 

Mr. Lawson’s approach is refreshingly 
forthright and heartening to frustrated 
Atlantans who have watched the snail's 
pace of expressway progress and who have 
heard excuses and accusations from all 
sides as to the reasons. By bringing it all 
into the open and giving the officials 
responsible a chance to get together on the 
over-all problem, he has performed a real 
public service. 

Completion of the expressway system 
is as important to Georgia as any single 
stretch of road work in the state. From 
the state government’s standpoint, too, 
the vast population of the metropolitan 
area is entitled to full consideration. And 
surely there can be no valid excuse for 
city and county officials to lag. 

Let us hope that Chairman Lawson 
has initiated a precedent which will be 
followed in all future expressway wran- 
gles. Let us also hope that the advice 
given by Robert L. MacDougall, chair- 
man of the technical committee of the 
Joint Board Commission, that it’s time 
to look forward instead of backward, is 
followed. 

Money is available now for the full 
speed signal in the expressway program. 
The signal promptly should be given.

Marriage mills on Georgia’s borders, 
and in particular on the Florida border, 
continue to give the state a bad name.

The trouble with most complaints 
against unfortunate conditions in 
states, their institutions and local 
communities is that they fail to get 
beneath the surface. We cannot get 
rid of our troubles by changing 
horses in mid-stream, because the 
available horses are all very much 
alike. 

That’s as bad as trying to cure 
headaches with aspirin. The pain 
may be relieved temporarily but it 
will be back tomorrow for the as- 
pirin does not remove the cause. 


What are the causes of our acute 
social ills — juvenile delinquency, 
political corruption, incompetently 
administrated institutions, etc.? 


They are the old and familiar in- . 


adequacies in. the things that fill 
our most basic needs — economic 
well-being, education, family soli- 
darity, opportunity for constructive 
endeavor and recreation. 

Raise the general level through-

out the states in any of these fun- 
damental necessities and specific 
social abuses and ailments will im- 
mediately diminish. Youngsters 
from good homes with plenty of op- 
portunity for constructive activity 
and recreation are not likely to be 
delinquent. People who have a 
chance to make a decent living and 
be respected by others probably 
will not grow desperate and resort 
to larceny. 

We are constantly working to- 
ward these grand objectives, of 
course—but only on a part-time 
basis. They are too commonplace 
and familiar to appeal much to the 
imagination. When our bellies are 
full we are too complacent and too 
forgetful of the world around us to 
see the connection between the 
scandals and tragedies reported in 
the daily news and the basic needs 
of society. 

So the world rocks along and 
this year is very much like last 
year, We pay‘ lip-service to the 
home, the church and the school; 
and when a scandal breaks into 
the headlines we demand some- 
body’s hide. That is all.

Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
literally grabbed this, saying now 
that Truman had raised the Alger 
Hiss issue, it was up to Steven- 
son to speak up, too. National 
Republican Chairman Hall took up 
the cue and has been issuing 
challenges to the Democratic pres- 
idential candidate daily. 


It looked to Republicans like 
the perfect trick, for it not only 
carried out their aim to throw 
Truman constantly at Stevenson, 
but also admitted the Communist 
issue by a side door. 


Stevenson was ready for this at 


: his news conference. As for him- 


self and the Hiss affair, he 
merely pointed out that back in 
the 1952 campaign in a speech in 
Cleveland, he had said that he ac- 
cepted the verdict of the jury 
which convicted Hiss, which is 
still his position, and if this is not 
in accord with Truman’s view, 
then that is just the way it is. 

In this and other ways, the 
Democratic candidate made it 
plain that he intends to run his 
own campaign without regard to 
former President Truman who, 


‘however, has said he will fill 


many speaking engagements in 
arrangemient with the Democratic 
National Committee.
